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Surrey County Council controversially turned off 
44,000 street lights across Surrey between midnight 
and 5am to save an estimated £210,000 per year

SURREY’S street lights could be turned back 
on between midnight and 5am, but district 
and borough councils would have to specif¬ 
ically request this and then pay the energy 
bill. 

The county council controversially turned 
off 44,000 of Surrey’s 89,000 street lights be¬ 
tween midnight and 5am to save an esti¬ 
mated £210,000 per year. But Surrey County 
Council’s cabinet approved a paper on Tues¬ 
day, May 30, allowing the county’s 11 district 
and borough councils the option of request¬ 
ing lights in their area to be excluded from 
the part-night lighting scheme. 

More than 4,000 residents had signed a 
petition calling for the lights to be turned 
back on, but councillors said many residents 
had told them on the doorstep they were 
“pleased” about the lights being out. 

But paying to turn the lights back on is not 
a decision Epsom and Ewell Borough Coun¬ 
cil could take lightly, a councillor said. 

Following a question from Ewell coun¬ 
cillor John Beckett at a cabinet meeting in 
March, it emerged that to keep the lights on 
in the borough for an extra hour it would cost 
£5,500 a year. To keep the lights on between 
midnight and 5am, this would increase pro¬ 
portionally to £27,500. 

After Tuesday’s decision, Councillor 
Beckett asked: “Why should the borough 
be responsible for a Surrey County Council 
responsibility? For Epsom and Ewell, being 
the smallest borough in Surrey, £27,500 is a 
substantial amount. 

“It is not a decision we could take lightly” 

At Tuesday’s meeting, council leader Da¬ 
vid Hodge defended the original decision: 
“When the cabinet made this decision it was 
originally considered a sound decision based 
on facts and what was happening. I think it’s 
important that we have listened to the resi¬ 
dents in different areas and to recommen¬ 
dations about safety issues and the environ¬ 
mental impact as well.” 

Claire Curran, member for children, said 
flexibility was needed in determining which 
lights were turned off, and supported the 
paper: “Surrey is not a homogenous area - 
what’s right in a rural area is not right in a 
built-up area.” 

But other councillors supported the orig¬ 
inal decision to turn the lights off between 
midnight and 5am, and argued the council 
must make sure ah costs were passed on to 
local authorities.

Education member Mary Lewis said: “I 
think we’re ignoring the residents who say 
they’re pleased about this because they can 
see the night sky” 

Cabinet member for Highways Decisions 
Colin Kemp added that “as many, if not 
more, are pleased (about the lights being off) 
- but they’re not signing petitions.” 

In the October 2016 cabinet report, of¬ 
ficers wrote that it was estimated switching 
off 44,000 lights in residential roads would 
result in a reduction in harmful C02 emis¬ 
sions of approximately 1,250 tonnes each 
year. And the council had chosen the roads 
which were to have their lights turned off 
following a consultation with Surrey Police. 

Cabinet member for Highways Decision 
Colin Kemp added that the £210,000 the 
council would save per year could fund one 
kilometre of major highways repair, or five- 
and-a-half kilometres of highways resurfac¬ 
ing. 

After Tuesday’s decision, district and bor¬ 
ough councils can now request to have the 
lights turned on, but would have to pay the 
energy bill and carbon tax for five years. 

An Epsom Council spokesman said the 
council had not been approached by Surrey 
County Council ahead of Tuesday’s cabinet 
meeting, and there were no formal plans as 
yet to request turning the lights back on.

Meet the man in charge of

Dog fell in 
15ft drain 

A dog who chased a ball into a 
bush fell “about 15 feet” down 
an uncovered storm drain. 

Jessica, a 12-year-old Staf¬ 
fordshire Bull Terrier, suf¬ 
fered minor injuries after the 
fall in Trigo Court, Epsom. 

But her owner Trish Foster 
said it could have been worse. 

Ms Foster of nearby Blak- 
eney Close, had to call fire¬ 
fighters as the terrified dog 
crouched at the bottom of the 
empty drain. 

Ms Foster took Jessica for 
a walk at about 4pm on Fri¬ 
day, May 19, and threw a ball 
which bounced into bushes. 

Jessica did not break any 
bones, but she had swollen 
hips and struggled to walk. 

“She was crouched in the 
corner and not moving. We 
just assumed she had died.” 

The drain cover was crust¬ 
ed with dirt, Ms Foster said, 
suggesting the 15-foot drop 
was uncovered a long time. 

Ms Foster has raised con¬ 
cerns with Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council, Surrey 
County Council, and Rose¬ 
bery Housing Association, 
which owns properties in 
Trigo Court, but all said it 
was not their responsibility 

“It took from Friday to 
Monday to close it. It could 
have been a child. It could 
have been a lot worse.”

We’ve spoken to some mem¬ 
bers of the team behind the 
scenes, who make the event 
happen. In the second in the 
series we hear from the event 
manager Dan Cooper on being 
first to the racecourse, the Der¬ 
by build and VIPs. 

What is your role at Ep¬ 
som Downs Racecourse? 

I currently work for The 
Jockey Cub as an event man¬ 
ager, co-coordinating the logis¬ 
tics of day-to-day events and 
race days. As a Jockey Club 
venue, we have lots of confer¬ 
ences, weddings and exhibi¬ 
tions to plan throughout the 
year. 

How long have you 
worked at Epsom Downs 
Racecourse? 

I joined The Jockey Club on 
a graduate placement for eight 
weeks in July 2014, straight 
out of university. In Septem¬ 
ber 2014 I was employed full¬ 
time and feel very much part 
of the team. 

What does your day en¬ 
tail? 

Early starts are the norm. 
There is something special 
about arriving at the venue 
before anyone else and walk¬ 
ing around the site to check 
everything is in place for an 


event. An event manager is in¬ 
volved in all aspects of events 
and race days, from the plan¬ 
ning stage, right through to 
the delivery and breakdown. 

Usually an hour before the 
event I brief my staff who will 
oversee the safety, steward- 
ing or security of the event. 
I will then check the event is 
under way and continue my 
day with planning the next 
event. 

How does your role differ 
over the two days of the In¬ 
vestec Derby Festival from 


your day to day job? 

The Investec Derby Festival 
is a great event to work on. To 
begin with I am assigned var¬ 
ious projects to manage, such 
as temporary structures, safe¬ 
ty and security and VIP cli¬ 
ents, which takes up my time 
throughout the year. 

The festival build begins 
about three weeks prior to the 
festival and I work alongside 
some of the world’s leading 
event experts to deliver a tru¬ 
ly wonderful event for racing 
fans and locals looking for a 


great day out. 

What is your highlight of 
the Investec Derby Festival? 

The shear prestige and im¬ 
pact of the event. It has global 
audiences, is of huge signifi¬ 
cance in the racing calendar 
and has mainstream media 
coverage, which is a wow fac¬ 
tor for me. 

Now the Investec Derby 
Festival is around the cor¬ 
ner how does this affect 
you? 

I had had my Derby hat on 
for some weeks now, plans are 
now becoming real and the 
build is under way Every day 
is about meeting our contrac¬ 
tors and keeping the build on 
time to ensure we deliver the 
event correctly. 

What is different about 
the Investec Derby Festival 
compared to other race day 
meetings at Epsom Downs 
Racecourse? 

We don’t have any other 
‘festival’ days, so our standard 
enclosures and grandstands 
do not compare with what is 
available at the Derby Festi¬ 
val. Our other highlight Ep¬ 
som race days are without a 
doubt the family fun day and 
music nights. 

And finally who will you 
be putting your money on 
in this year’s Investec Der¬ 
by? 

I have some more time to 
decide, but Churchill is a star 
and will relish more distance 
in my opinion. I do think Em¬ 
inent is going to be interesting 
as well. Tickets information 
at epsomderby.co.uk.

Work on a four-storey 
hotel in Epsom town 
centre is due to start 
imminently, the devel¬ 
oper has announced. 

Preliminary work on 
the future site of the 
Premier Inn in The Pa¬ 
rade, Epsom, will take 
place prior to the rede¬ 
velopment of the Com¬ 
rades Club. 

Demolition of the 
near-100-year-old club 
and the subsequent 
construction process 
would be underway in 
mid-June, a spokesman 
for developer Whit¬ 
bread advised. 

Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council gave 
the project the green 
light last June despite 
councillors and resi¬ 
dents raising concerns 
about parking and 
smoking. 

The 57-bed hotel will 
also include a new club 
for members of the 
Comrades Club - which 
originally opened in 
1920 - on the ground 
floor. Bob Blaker, who 
sits on the club’s man¬ 


agement committee, 
told the Epsom Guard¬ 
ian this would “guar¬ 
antee the future of 
the club”, and that 121 
members had unani¬ 
mously shown support 
for the application last 


spring. 

Owen Ellender, de¬ 
velopment manager for 
Whitbread said the ho¬ 
tel would create about 
25 new jobs and that the 
Comrades Club’s new 
facilities would open in 


2018. 

He added: “We’d like 
to thank the officers, 
committee and mem¬ 
bers of the Comrades 
Club for their help and 
understanding during 
the planning process. 

“Their support and 
insight relating to the 
development has been 
really appreciated and 
invaluable.” 

Previous applica¬ 
tions for an 82-bed and 
77-bed hotels on the site 
- both of which would 
also have been four 
storeys high - were re¬ 
jected in 2009 and 2011 
respectively 

Dozens of residents 
objected to the appli¬ 
cation approved by 
the council last year 
on the grounds that it 
was “ugly” and that 
it would create traffic 
congestion. Conserv¬ 
ative Councillor Tina 
Mountain described 
the smoking area bor¬ 
dering the pavement 
as “disgusting” at the 
planning committee 
meeting in June.

THE future of Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal, affordable housing, and 
school funding and places are 
among Epsom and Ewell’s 
four General Election candi¬ 
dates’ top priorities at local 
level. 

The Conservatives’ Chris 
Grayling, Labour’s Ed 
Mayne, the Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrats’ Steve Gee, and the 
Greens’ Janice Baker reveal 
their top three priorities for 
Epsom and Ewell. 

Chris Grayling, Conserva¬ 
tive 

“I will continue to work to 
protect services at Epsom 
Hospital, something I have 
done consistently for seven¬ 
teen years. The hospital is 
performing well, and taking 
an innovative approach to 
working alongside social and 
community services, and I 
want to see that continue. It’s 
the best way of meeting the 
NHS’s current challenges. 

“I will continue to fight to 
protect the character of our 
area, opposing inappropri¬ 
ate development and seeking 
new housing construction in 
the right places, not in places 
where they will damage that 


character. There is a need for 
new housing locally, but this 
can be achieved by schemes 
like completing the develop¬ 
ment of West Park. 

“We will need more school 
places locally in the coming 
years, particularly in the sec¬ 
ondary sector. I will work to 
make sure our area gets the 
investment it needs to pro¬ 
vide those places.” 

Ed Mayne, Labour 
“On transport, thousands 
of people commute into and 
out of the area every day and 
the travelling public need 
to know that they can get to 
work and return home at a 
reasonable hour. Rail fares 
rise but services get worse. 

“On health and social care, 
the NHS is our greatest and 
most loved institution. All 
the evidence shows that the 


system is cost effective and 
provides good care for people 
at the lowest cost. 

“Local services are under 
pressure with waiting lists 
growing and it is getting 
harder to see your local GP. 

“Our adult social care 
system is also under severe 
pressure - if even Surrey 
County Council threatened 
to increase council tax by 15 
per cent, you know the gov¬ 
ernment has got it wrong.

“On mental health care 
services, we must ensure no 
one waits more than 28 days 
for access to talking thera¬ 
pies.

“We should make sure 
everyone who requires a 
mental health bed should be 
able to access one in their 
local NHS Trust area, unless 
they need specialist care and 
treatment.

“On investing in green 
energy and divesting from 
fossil fuels, we will use in¬ 
centives and awards, to en¬ 
courage private sector and 
public institutions to divest 
from fossil fuels and transfer 
their investments to more cli¬ 
mate-friendly organisations.

Recalling the days when kids could roam free 


KIDS need to play outside, they 
need to feel the sun on their 
backs, fresh air in their lungs and 
to enjoy the freedom such play 
brings. 

It was with great sadness I 
read parents are keeping children 
cooped up inside due to their 
own insecurities and safety 
worries. 

When I was a lad, and by that I 
mean a young teenager, I would 
disappear over the fields or out 
on my bike from breakfast until 
dark. We would always have to 
be back for dark, but other than 
that we were free to roam at will, 
causing whatever minor mischief 
we chose. The only proviso (for 
those who remember bygone 
days) was that if we needed to 
we must make contact with home 
through the ‘three rings’ system 
- anyone unacquainted with

payphones in early 70s will need 
this explaining. 

Anyway, research now shows 
that whilst the vast majority of 
parents want, and believe it 
benefits, their children to play 
outside, nearly two-thirds don’t 
allow it as they have safety 
concerns. 

We all know children aren’t as 
physically active as they used 
to be and that society faces 
increasing levels of obesity and 
stress in younger and younger 
age groups as a result. 

But, what is it these parents 
are fearful of? Yes, there’s more 


traffic but that’s an education 
issue - good parents who teach 
their children properly should be 
able to manage this, just as ours 
did. 

Are children any more likely to 
injure themselves today than 40 
years ago - of course not. 

They might not be as equipped 
to deal with problems/eventualities 
that might crop up, but that again 
is precisely because they are 
not being given the freedom and 
independence they should be, it’s 
a Catch 22 situation. 

So what’s the real fear? Sadly it 
sits in the head of parents and not 
in reality - namely that children 
will become prey to the unwanted 
attentions of unscrupulous adults. 

But this issue is no more 
prevalent now that it was in 
the 70s, although it is far more 
reported than before. 


The sad fact is parents today 
are depriving their own children 
of all the benefits of outdoor 
play, widely accepted as the best 
way to improve physical activity 
and health, simply because 
of misplaced, ill-informed 
perceptions that children are 
more vulnerable to sexual/ 
physical abuse today than they 
were in the past. 

Parents need to get over their 
own fears and let their children 
live better lives.

Student midwives make strides for charity

STUDENT midwives have 
pledged to walk 23 miles af¬ 
ter they finish exams to raise 
money for mothers in crisis 
and bereaved families. 

The group of second year 
midwifery students, from 
Kings College London, are 
walking just short of a mara¬ 
thon distance on June 21. 

They will start the walk 
at 8am and hope to finish by 
6pm, the group say this is the 
equivalent of a “long day’s 
work” at the hospital. 

The group hope to raise 
£10,000, which will be split 
between their three chosen 
charities, Remember My 
Baby, Jada’s Room and Islam¬ 
ic Help’s Birth Campaign. 

Jada’s Room is a charity 
particularly important to stu¬ 
dent midwife Lauren Petrie, 
from West Kensington. 

The charity was set up in 
memory of her still-born 
daughter, Jada, who sadly 
died four years ago. A be¬ 
reavement suite was set up 
at Queen Charlotte’s and 
Chelsea Hospital. It offers a 
“quiet, calm environment” 


for parents and families that 
have recently lost a baby. 

The 37-year-old is involved 
with public speaking on the 
topic of stillbirth, giving 
talks about her experience 
and the impact on her life. 


She said: “With other talks 
I have heard on stillbirth, I 
thought it has a really neg¬ 
ative feeling around it, but 
mine is only positive. It was 
one of the most harrowing 
and awful things that have 


happened to me, but I have to 
think of the positive side for 
Jada.” 

The idea of raising more 
money for the charity came 
up after a talk to her year 
group. Other students had 


their own charity involve¬ 
ments, so they have decided to 
donate to all three. 

Remember My Baby offers 
free remembrance photogra¬ 
phy for babies lost before, dur¬ 
ing, or shortly after birth. Is¬ 


lamic Help’s Birth Campaign 
helps provide pregnant Syri¬ 
an refugees living in Jordan 
with safe healthcare, sani¬ 
tary items, food and clothes. 
Money donated to Jada’s 
Room will go towards the 
cost of maintenance, as well 
as to funeral costs and an an¬ 
nual remembrance service 
for families. 

Nearly 50 student mid¬ 
wives will be walking the 
route, which will take them 
past each of the seven ma¬ 
ternity wards they work in. 
They will start the walk at 
Princess Royal University 
Hospital in Orpington and 
move on to Lewisham Hos¬ 
pital, King’s College Hospi¬ 
tal in Southwark, St Thom¬ 
as’ Hospital in Lambeth, St 
Mary’s Hospital in Padding¬ 
ton and Chelsea and West¬ 
minster Hospital. 

The group will finish at 
Queen Charlotte’s and Chel¬ 
sea Hospital in White City, 
the hospital with Jada’s 
Room. Lauren says they will 
keep supporters up to date 
with their progress via Twit¬ 
ter, and that they will have a 
20 minute rest at each hospi¬ 
tal stop.

Using venues could offset Epsom government budget cuts 


'Area must be magnet 
for top entertainers’

EPSOM becoming a regular tour 
date for top entertainers could 
provide money to offset govern¬ 
ment cuts, the council leader 
said. 

The council expects to make 
£1.6million of cuts over the next 
two years as it tries to balance 
its budget, councillors heard last 
week. 

This is expected to be cut from 
IT, planning and building con¬ 
trol services, council officers 
wrote in the documents at a fi¬ 
nancial policy panel meeting on 
Thursday, May 25. 

But there is “scope for this po¬ 
sition to be better or worse than 
anticipated”, a council officer 
wrote. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council will seek to increase 
income from venues including 
Bourne Hall, the Playhouse and 
Ewell Court House, Residents’ 
Association leader Eber Kington 
said. 

“Sometimes comedians come 
to the Playhouse to try out ma-

terial. If we can make Epsom 
the venue artists want to visit, 
that would be ideal.” We have to 
make our venues as attractive as 
possible.” 

The council is due to lose its 
revenue support grant (RSG), 
money it receives from central 
government for the year ahead, 
for 2018/19. 

For the following financial 
year it will have to pay back 


£620,000 to the government. 

Cllr Kington said the council 
would have to maximise prof¬ 
its from properties it owns, and 
ones it would buy in the future, 

He said: “It’s about making 
these cuts to get a balanced 
budget.” 

In November, the council 
agreed to invest up to £20million 
in commercial property within 
the borough.

It has been 14-years since the unsus¬ 
pecting cinema goers were introduced 
to a brand-new anti-hero, in the guise 
of a certain Captain Jack Sparrow, 
writes Mark Foker. 

As we are all aware, the first film 
Pirates of the Caribbean: The Curse 
of the Black Pearl (2003), was quite an 
unusual concept for a franchise, as it 
was spawned by a clever animatron- 
ic amusement park ride of the same 
name at Disneyland in Los Angeles. 

Going by the fact that this idea had 
already been tried with video game 
crossovers to the big screen which all 
bombed at the box-office. I don't think 
critics thought this film stood a chance. 

Also, Pirate films were hugely popu¬ 
lar back in the 1930's and 40's when 
Errol Flynn was 'swashing his buckle' 
but the genre has never done well in 
more recent years, Cuttroat Island 
(1995) anyone? 

However, with the brilliant casting 
of Johnny Depp as the mumbling and 
constantly drunk Captain Jack Spar¬ 
row and Orlando Bloom's good guy 
Will Turner and love interest to Keira 
Knightley's tough, no nonsense, Eliza¬ 
beth Swann. It just touched the nough- 
ties audience who were getting bored 
of remakes and reboots and wanted 
a bit of originality and if nothing else, 
Pirates was pretty original. 

Pirates of the Caribbean: Salazar's 
Revenge is the fifth instalment of the 
popular series (will it soon overtake 


Fast & Furious?). 

There are two storylines this time 
around. Will and Elizabeth have 
fleeting airtime here and are replaced 
by Will's son Henry (Brenton Thwait- 
es, a very good lookalike for Orlan¬ 
do Bloom) and Carina Smyth (Kaya 
Scodelario). 

Henry needs to find the legendary 
Trident of Poseidon which holds total 
control of the seas and is the only thing 
that can release his Father from the 
curse he is under, banished to Davy 
Jones locker. 

At the same time, a feared seafar¬ 
ing mercenary ship lead by Captain 
Salazar (Javier Bardem), has broken 
free of the Devil's Triangle and is out 
or revenge on the person that tricked 
him into the cove and cursing them to 
become the living dead...one Captain 
Jack Sparrow! 

Sparrow is also the only person that 
can help Henry find the mysterious Tri¬ 
dent. Along the way, we see the return 
of Captain Hector Babossa (Geoffrey 
Rush) and the Black Pearl crew are 
back including Jack's first mate Gibbs 
(Kevin McNally) and Scrum (Stephen 
Graham). We also have the return of 
the British Navy Soldiers version of the 
Keystone Cops and there bumbling, 
"Couldn't shoot a barn door with a 
musket" act. 

First of all, I must raise my hands to 
say that I have to admit that the film 
was entertaining and is probably the 


best episode since the original movie. 
The second and third instalments were 
just Ok but the forth one really 'jumped 
the shark'. 

Talking of sharks, there is a very 
good action sequence involving zom¬ 
bie white sharks attacking Jack and 
Henry (like Planet Earth on Steroids) 
which is exciting but maybe a little 
scary for small children, although the 
film does have a 12A certificate. 

Once again, the Disney stable have 
sprinkled a little fairy dust over the 
special effects department to make 
Johnny Depp appear as a skinny twen¬ 
ty something version of himself in a 
flashback sequence, as Marvel have 
done with Michael Douglas, Robert 
Downey Jr. and Kurt Russell...how are 
they doing this? 

Javier Bardem is excellent as the 
Spanish Captain Salazar, even though 
this is a similar character to Silva in the 
James Bond movie Skyfall. Also, a de¬ 
ranged man obsessed by revenge. 

The problem I had with the rest of 
the film was that they had 'upped the 
ante' on the slapstick, which was far 
too much for my liking. Also, Captain 
Jack doesn't really give much input into 
the proceedings and spends the whole 
film like some buffoon who is either 
drunk or wanting a drink. 

Having said all the above, this film 
will no doubt make a lot of dollars for 
the house of mouse!

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This cake is a real treat It has all the fun of blueberry pan¬ 
cakes, but with the refined formality of an English teacake. 
The streusel topping is an indulgence, but does add extra 
crunch. Serve as it is or with some floppy whipped cream... 


WHATYOU NEED: 

225g plain flour plus extra for 
the cake tin 

11/2 tsp baking powder 
1/4 tsp fine salt 
175g light muscovado sugar 
175 unsalted butter softened 
3 medium eggs 
1/2 tsp vanilla essence 
For the fruit and nuts 
225g small fresh blueberries, 
washed and dried 

2 cox apples peeled and 
chopped 

lOOg chopped walnuts 

3 tbs flour 

For the streusel topping 
50g cold unsalted butter cubed 
75g demerara sugar 
1 tbs dark muscovado sugar 
75g plain flour 

25g ground almonds (optional) 
Pinch salt 

HOW DAD COOKED IT: En¬ 
sure the butter and eggs are at a 
room temperature. Preheat the 
oven to 180C / Gas 4. Butter and 
flour a 23 cm springform cake tin. 

Put the flour in a bowl with the 
baking powder and salt. Sieve 
twice. Put the blueberries, apples 
and walnuts in three separate 
bowls. Add 1 tablespoon of fresh 
flour to each bowl, toss to coat 
evenly and remove excess flour. 
The flour helps prevent the fruit and 
nuts sinking during the bake. 

Cream the sugar and butter 
together with an electric whisk for 
about 10 minutes until light and 


fluffy. 

Add the eggs one at a time, mix¬ 
ing well between each egg. Ensure 
the sides of the bowl are scraped 
often. If the mixture curdles, add 
a tablespoon of the flour mixture 
to bring back together. Add the va¬ 
nilla to the egg mixture and blend 
well. Finally, incorporate the apples 
and the walnuts into the egg mix¬ 
ture with a spatula. 

Add one-third of the flour mix¬ 
ture to the egg mixture. Mix well 
using a spatula. Incorporate the re¬ 
maining flour mixture in two stages 
and mix without over beating. 

Spoon half of the batter to the 
cake tin and spread evenly. Add the 
blueberries to the remaining batter 
in the bowl and fold into the mix¬ 
ture carefully. Spoon the blueberry 
mixture over the batter into the 
cake tin and spread evenly.Place in 
the oven. The cake will take about 
45 - 55 minutes to cook. 

For the steusel topping, add all 
the ingredients into a bowl and rub 
together with your fingers until an 
even, well-mixed crumbly texture is 
achieved. 

After 40 minutes add the streu¬ 
sel mixture to the top of the cake 
and return to the oven. When the 
cake is cooked it should spring 
back to the touch and a wooden 
skewer inserted into the middle 
should come out clean. 

NB: A few minutes under a hot 
grill will finish browning the steu¬ 
sel topping. More recipes at

In 2015, we had the general 
election. A little over a year later, 
we were back at the polls for the EU 
referendum and in March Article 
50 was triggered setting us on the 
path to leave the EU. So that's us 
done with political uncertainty, 
right? Wrong - well, at least, not 
necessarily. 

In April, and seemingly out of 
the blue, Theresa May announced 
that there would be a snap general 
election on June 8. However, 
whilst this undoubtedly came 
as a surprise, we must not let it 
destabilise the property market.

"It is amazing that the Manches¬ 
ter people have come out to sup¬ 
port us underthe circumstances, so 
I definitely appreciate that." 

And Aikines-Aryeetey, who back 
in April clocked a wind-assisted 
9.90 in Clermont, Florida, USA is 
so far happy with his early season 
form. 

"It's gone really good," he con¬ 
tinued. "First two races in America 
gone sub-10 boost of confidence 
now my body is able to go there and 
recover fairly well. I'm just about en¬ 
joying everything at the moment. 

"I'm in good shape and I'm defi¬ 
nitely ready to do something special 
in around certain places. I'm just 
looking forward to running well." 

This Monday (June 6) Aikines-Ary¬ 
eetey will compete in Memorial 
Josefa Odlozila, Prague, Czech Re¬ 
public then Turku (June 13) before 
next month's all-important World 
Championships Team Trials which 
the Carshalton-born sprinter is 
relishing: 'The trails is going to be 
very competitive," he added.
